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Forest Fires on H.B. Railway 
Large Areas Burned Over With Great 
Loss of Timber and Supplies 


Large areas of forest have been de- 
stroyed this year by fires which have 
occurred along the Hudsén Bav Rail- 
way, under constriction for the Do- 
minion government between Le Pas 
and Port Nelson, Manitoba. It is es- 
timated that the burned area will to 
tal not less than 500.000 acres, caus- 
in a destruction of forest values 
amounting to $250,000, in addition to 


a heavy loss of game and fur-bearing 
animals. In some cases. considerable 
quantities of supplies belonging to 


railway contractors were 
ed. 

The country which the railway tra- 
verses contains considerable jack pine, 
spruce, black spruce and birch, aver- 
aging from 4 to 30 inches-at the butt, 
along the rivers, creeks and lakes and 
aiso on the islands. All the high land 
has a fairly good average stand of tim- 
ber, chiefly a reproduction from prey-

ted, on account of lack of.drainage.
